mission could not endeavor to carry out 
so much of the resolution of Congress as

"In the second place, I call your at-

tify as witnesses,

such immunity f:om prosecution is not 
given to those from whom statements or 
Information merely. In contradistinction 
to sworn testimony. Is obtained 
This is 
not at all to say that such Investigations 
should not be undertaken. Publicity can 
by itself often accomplish extraordinary 
results for good, and the court of public 
judgment may secure such results where 
the courts of law are powerless. 
There 
are many cases where art investigation, 
securing complete publicity about abused 
and giving Congress the material on 
which to proceed in the enactment of 
laws. Is more useful 
than 
a criminal 


prosecution. 
But it should not be pro- 


vided for by law without a clear under- 
standing that It may be an alternative 
instead of an additional remedy, that is. 
to carry on the Investigation may serve 
as a bar to the successful prosecution of 
the offenses disclosed. 
The official body 
directed by Congress to make the Investi- 
gation must, of course, carry out its 
direction and. therefore, the direction 
should not be given without full appreci- 
ation of what It means. 


INOPERATIVE. 


"But the direction contained In the 


joint resolution which I have signed will 
remain almost Inoperative unless money 
Is provided to carry out the investiga- 
tions In question, and unless the Com- 
mission. In carrying them out. Is au- 
thorized to administer oaths and compel 
the attendance .of 
witnesses. 
As 
the 
resolution 
now 
Is, 
the 
Commission, 


which Is very busy with Its legitimate 
work and which has no extra money at 
Its disposal, would be able to make the 
Investigation only In the most partial and 
unsatisfactory manner, and. moreover, it 
Is questionable whether It could, under 
this resolution, administer oaths at all 
or compel the attendance of witnesses. 
If this power -were 
disputed 
by 
tho 
parties 
investigated, 
the 
Investigation 


would be held up for a year or two until 
the courts pas°ed upon 
It, 
In which 
case, during the period of waiting, the 
Commission could only Investigate to the 
extent and In the manner already pre- 
scribed under its organic law, so that 
the passage of the resolution would have 
achieved no good result whatever. 


RECOMMENDATION. 


"I accordingly recommend to Congress 


the serious consideration of just what 
they wish the Commission to do and how 
far they -wish to go. having In view the 
possible Incompatibility of conducting an 
Investigation like this and also proceed- 
ing criminally In a court of law, and, 
furthermore, that a sufficient sum, say 
150.000, be added to the current appro- 
priation for the Commission, "o as to 
enable them to direct the work in a thor- 
ough and concise manner, while, at the 
same time, the power Is explicitly con- 
ferred upon them to administer oaths 
and compel the attendance of witnesses 
In making the. investigation in question 
which covered work quite apart from 
their usual duties,* 
"It seems unwise to require an In- 
vestigation by a Commission and then 
to not furnish either the legal power or 
monej-, both of which are necessary to j 
render the resolution effective.

Senator Clapp Says That 


Railroad Measure Is 


All Right, 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The follow- 


ing speech of Senator Clapp was deliv- 
ered In the Senate today: 


Mr. Clapp spoke In general support of 


the rate bill as reported from the Com 
mlttee on Interstate Commerce. He first 
considered the question of the right of 
Congress to fix rates either directly or 
through a commission, and on that point 
said In part: 


"The necessity and propriety of regu- 


lating transportation rates Is so univers- 
ally recognized that the right of a carrier 
to fix rates Independent of any statutor- 
regulation Is, as a rule, subject to th 
requerlrnent that the rates so flx"d shal 
be reasonable. 
The power of Cong-res, 


to regulate rates through a commission 
would seem to be no longer a subject o 
Inquiry. The exercise of that power, un 
challenged as to the power itself for th' 
last twenty years, is supplemented by tb 
declaration 
of the Supreme Court tha 


Congress Itself might prescribe the rates 
or might commit to some suborddnat 
tribunal this duty. 


EXISTING 
LAW. 


"Under the existing law a rate foun 


too high can be reduced, but In 1S97 th 
court held that while the commission ha 
the. power to condemn an existing rate 
had no legal power to name the new rat* 


by the" suggestion os to the new rate 
Being clothed with power to condemn In 
turn the' new rate, its suggestion a.s to 
the new rate has had such force as to 
result, with but rare exceptions. In the 
adoption of its suggestion. 
It Is now 


proposed to give the 
commission the

Upon the provision of the bill giving 
the Commission authority over tbe rates, 
of connecting roads, the Senator =ald: 
"One of the objections to the bill Is 
that this Is an attempt to make a con- 
tract for two roads where tbe carriers 
themselves refuse to contract. The fact 
Is that It Is not an attempt to make a. 
contract, but it Is an attempt to Impose 
a 
condition where certain 
obligations 
exist, but the parties upon whom thf 
obligations rest refuse to settle the con- 
ditions of their performance." 
Mr. Clapp also pointed out that objec- 


tion Is made to the bill that It Is un- 
constitutional 
in that 
It 
provides 
a 
severe penalty, of which, it Is urged, th? 
Incurring thereof Is the price which the 
carrier must possibly pay to take a suit 
Into court. 
"But" he said, "this objection has 
been carefully guarded against by pro- 
vision of the bill. It provides that the 
order of the Commission shall go Into 
effect unless It is restrained or vacateo 
by the court. While a citizen subject to 
penaltv for violation of the law may take 
his risk In a temporary restraining order. 
which. If he falls to make good, may sub- 
ject him to the penalties which have 
been temporarily suspended, yet no such 
case arises under this law. for under this 
law there is no order to violate, for th- 
court makes its restraining order. 
Th- 
act of the court in such a case would be 
limited to the restraint by the court of 
th« effect temporarily of the action of 
the Commission. 


NOT PERFECT. 


"It Is not claimed that this law te per- 
fect." Mr. Clapp concluded. 
"It -would 
be .Idle to claim perfection for any piece 
of legislation dealing with these «reat 
Issues. The bill alms. In the Interast of

They are often enormously elon- 


gated processes, sometimes many feet 
in length in large animals, and always 
exceedingly fine and delicate. 
Thpy 


serve to connect the cells with each 
other, as well as -with muscles and 
sense organs. Their function Is the 
conduction of nerve impulses, either 
to-ward or arvvay from the cells to which 
they belong, as the case may be. 


For Instance, when a. ray of Ug-ht 


strikes the sensitive retina of the eye 
a nerve Impulse is at once sent -with 
great rapidity out 
along 
the 
optic 


nerve to certain cells in the bra™, and 
at the same 
time the sensation of 


brightness Is obtained. If the light be 
very 'bright, "the n,erve Impulse may not 
stop with the ceils In the cortex, tut be 
transferred to other cells and nerves 
w^lch terminate In the muscles of the 
eyelids 
In such a case the impulse 


would stimulate the lid muscles so that 
they would contract and close the eye. 


The cells of the cortex act like tele- 


phone exchanges, the nerves like wires.

They are highly 
sensitive to certain 


types of stimulation. Are the cortical 
cells sensitive as well? 


FORMER THEORY REVERSED. 
Years ago a number of Investigators 


reported that they could stimulate the 
cortical cells In the brain by po-wdering 
the surface of the cortex tvith various 
•chemical substances. 
Recent criticism 


has shown their methods to have been 
faulty, and Dr. Maxwell has just been 
aible, after the most careful experimen- 
tation, to reverse their conclusion. 


Remembering that the chemical sub- 


stnaces which might be expected . to 
stimulate the cortex. If that were pos- 
slbte, were preclpltants of calcium, he 
selected sodium oxalate, sodium citrato 
and used sodium chloride, creatln and 
croatlnln as well, all In dilute solutions. 
One or two drops of each of these solu- 
tions were Injected Into the cortex at 
different depths- The surface was also 
bathed with them In turn. The latter 
procedure had not the slightest effect. 
The deeper the Injection, however, the 
more pronounced was 
the 
reaction: 


that is, the nearer the white, nervous 
matter, the greater 
the 
stimulation. 


It was clear, then, that chemical stim- 
ulation affects only the nerves, never 
the cell bodies of which the cortex 13 
composed. 


It had already been shown by exper- 


imenters and the experience of sur- 
geons that the cortex Is not stimulated 
mechanically—by contact; Is this true 
also of electrical stimulation? The lat- 
ter has long 'been used as a familiar 
means of demonstrating- In the labora- 
tory 'that different 
portions 
of 
the 


brain governed different organs of the 
body. 
Electrodes laid upon the sur- 


face of the cortex at a particular point 
would cause movements in the hind 
leg of an etherized dog which had 
been trephined for the purpose. Did 
the cortical cells respond to the stlmu-' 
lus, or did the current spread to the 
nerves beneath? Dr. Maxwell's results 
dmllcate that the latter alternative Is 
the correct one, and that the cortcal 
cells, in spite of their highly sensitive 
nerve processes, are themselves un- 
responsive to all stimulation.

VIENNA, 
March 
7,—The debate 


over the government's general equal 
and direct suffrage proposal for Aus- 
tria which was Introduced by Premier 
Gautoh von Frankenthurn 
February 


23rd 
will take place In the Lower 


House of Parliament this afternoon. 


It is the most Important measure 


for Austria presented to the House in 
the last generation. 


The bill at first encountered much 


hostile criticism but it has now won 
almost universal support and there is 
every reason to suppose that It will 
be passed. 
One after another of the important 


clubs representing the various nation- 
alities of Austria have recognized the 
project as imperative for the country. 
The landed arist9craoy who lose power 
and prestige thereby naturally are op- 
posed to it, but they will not be able 
materially to injure the proposed law, 
which 
will 
be 
energetically 
and 


lengthily discussed. 
No fewer than 


206 speakers, half of them in favor of 
the measure and half against It, have 
announced their intention of speaking. 


The debate will be lively,, for each 


party is desirous of protecting its in- 
terests and those of its nationality at 
the expense of other nationalities. It 
is generally .believed the discussion 
will end in mutual compromises. 
The Lower House will be dissolved 


during the summer and the next house 
will be elected under the new suffrage 
law.

CROCKETT, 
March 
7.—After 
three 


years' inactivity, the great sugar factory 
here will, be started running next Sat- 
urday, and, In preparation for that event, 
the greatest diligence has been manifest- 
ed during the last few weeks. A great 
swarm of workmen has alread appeared 
on tha scene, and more laborers, are be- 
ins'hired daily. The cleaning of the ma- 
chinery and the renovation of the entire 
plant has been a huge task, which has 
:aken weeks to accomplish It, and is still 
incomplete. In addition, there has bean 
much new machinery Installed, particu- 
larly late models of labor-saving appa- 
ratus. When the wheels turn in earnest 
next Saturday the Crockett sugar refinery 
will' be in a better position to do a large 
business than, ever before in its history. 
Already two large shipments of raw 


sugar have been brought to the landing.. 
One of these came on the barkentine 
Archer a fortnight ago, carrying in .it* 
hold over 24,000 sacks of sugar from the 
Hawaiian islands. This cargo has been 
unloaded and placed in the refinery, ready 
for the formal commencement of opera- 
tions. 
Yesterday the second ship, the 


steamer Nevadan, with 800 tons of raw 
sugar, came to andhor at the wharf .an* 
unloaded it* burden at 
the 
factory's 


doors. 
The Crockett Hotel, which since, tha 


closing down of the refinery three years 
ago has been an empty rookery, is now 
reopened, after being thoroughly over- 
hauled and renovated. The building has 
150 rooms and has accommodations for 
nearly 400 guests. As In the palmy days 
of Crockett, the hostelry will be used 
largely by the employes of the big re- 
finery, and most of the improvements in 
the structure have been designed to this 
end.The reopening of the factory means a 
new lease of life for the town of Crockett, 
which, since the departure of the army of 
workmen from the refinery in ,1908, has 
been comparatively a dead place. The 
factory has been closed for three years 
under an annual contract of 5200.000 from 
the sugar trust, which did not care. to 
meet the competition which the big plant 
was able to furnish. The contract ran 
out on Maroh 8, last week, and every- 
thing Is now in readiness to make up for 
the three lost years of idleness.

THE WESTERN PACIFIC RAILWAY 


Board of Trustees Officially Notified by Company That 


It Will flake^ Application to Operate 


Through the Streets. 


ALAMEDA. March 7.—It is now an 


assured fact thaj the Western Pacific 
will operate through the streets of this 
city. Whether this means 
that 
the 


company is unable to secure a terminal 
on. the Oakland side at 
the present 


time Is a matter for conjecture, l.t is 
possible that the continued injunction 
suits and the necessary time for tho 
settlement of these cases has compelled 
the company,to select this city aij its 
terminal on this side of the bay. 


At the executive session of the City 


Trustees last night Attorney Olney of 
Oakland, who is also one of the direc- 
tors o£ the Western Pacific, appeared 
before the Council, and declared that 
within a few days the Western Pacific 
would file application for a franchise 
In this city. 


The meeting- was an executive one, 


and was called for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the various provisions of the 
franchise as It was originally framed, 
which was to be granted to W. J. 
Morgan, if the trustees were satisfied 
with the financial backing, and be- 
lieved that it would be to the Interests 
of the city to grant such a franchise. 


It Is the intention to take some final 
action at the next session of the board. 


Tomorrow evening Oliver Ellsworth, 


representing F. M. Greenwood, will ap- 
pear before the board and explain the 
different provisions of the franchise to 
be granted to Greenwood if the trus- 
tees should decide to give him the priv- 
ilege. 


TO GIVE BOND. 


At the session last night it was de- 


cided that should Morgan be given the 
franchise he would place a bond for 
$50,000 until such time as the road was 
completed. A bond to guarantee the 
keeping of the streets and roadway In 
good order was also decided on. This 
bond will be for $10,000. The railroad 
matter now stands 
In

form, 


I though the application of the Western 
Pacific may change the whole situa- 
tion. 


There was considerable 
discussion 


about the granting of two franchises, 
one to cover local territory and 
the 


other to b'e a trans-continental sys- 
tem. 


WILL NOT INTERFERE. 


It is believed that the application of 


the 'Western Pacific road will In no 
way interfere with the granting of the 
applications now pending before 
the 


trustees. It was stated tonight that 
the Western Pacific would undoubtedly 
coine in over private property at the 
north side of town. This would reach 
the large manufacturing district now 
being opened along the estuary. 


The representatives of the continental 


system did not state last evening ex- 
actly what trains would pass through 
this city, but it is understood by the 
trustees that passenger lines would be 
operated.'

The 1 
underclothes were embroidered with ' 
the name "Ethel A. Brown."

hands were two gold rings; she wore 
pearl earrings, a gold lorgnette was 
suspended from a chain around her | 
neck, and she had kid gloves on her 
hands. 
No money or papers 
were 


found on the body and there was a 
deep wound five Inches long across the 
scalp. 


The 
police are 
unable to decide 


whether the wound was the result of 
an attack or of an Intentional blow. 
The body apparently had been in the 
water several weeks. The first clue to 
the identity of the woman was the fol- 
lowing entry made In 1903 on the police 
records of foreigners visiting Paris: 


"Ettle Brown, American, 
born at 


Fayettevllle, November 21, 1872; father, 
John; mother, Sally Geachy." 


The entry Indicates that the maiden 


name of the deceased was Ethel Geachy. 
The name of the state from which she 
came was not given. 


The body 
remains at the morgue.
